It was reported Saturday that, at 


the insistence of his wife—who was 
in poor health and needed his atten- 


tion—Donaldson had decided to give 


up his work of criminal investigation 
only a short time before he was slain. 
His life had’ been threatened many 
times and none knew better than 
Donaldson the danger in which 
he constantly lived. Numerous at- 
tempts to “get him” had been made— 
one only recently in Havana—but he 
had skillfully evaded traps until he 
walked unarmed and unsuspecting 
into the death room at the fashionable 
hotel ‘Thursday night. 

At this time Donaldson had fiearly 
$800 in currency on his person, but 
no effort to touch the money was 
made. This fact greatiy strengthened 
the theory that revenge was the mo- 
tive that prompted his slayers and 
that Donaldson came to his death in 
one of the most coldly-planned and 
cleverly-executed traps Atlanta crim- 
inologists have ever known.

personal service of the architect or 
architects, over a period of from one 
to three years, and this work would 
probably be divided between from ten 
to twenty projects or an average of 
fifteen. On each project the individual 
architect would receive an average of

effort inyolved. 

“An ofganization such as is pro- 
posed certainly could not, produce 
work for less than economically man- 
aged and well-established private or- 
ganizations can.

SIMS IN ATTACK 
ON UPSHAW RECORD 


Conyers, Ga., Jul: 81.—(Special.) 
Singling out Congressman W. D. Up- 
shaw for his principal attack, Mayor 
Walter A. Sims, of Atlanta, addressed 
three gathering in Rockdale county 
Saturday in the interest of his can- 
didacy for congress. He digressed long 
enough to pay his respects to L. 
Steele, third eandidate in the race, 
and charge him with “bartering and 
trafficking with Upshaw for the of- 
fiee of congressman as though it were 
a piece of merchandise.” . 

n the morning at 11 o'clock Mayor 
Sims spoke at Milstead. From there 
he journeyed into the Honey Creek 
district and spoke at a barbecue, and 
in the afternoon he returned-to Con- 
yers and addressed a large crowd at 
the courthouse. He was introduced 
there by A. Whittaker. 

Declaring he would expose Upshaw's 
record with official data, the mayor 
produced records of the congressman's 
residence in North Carolina for the 
past seven years; offered documen- 
tary information that Upshaw has 
never been successful in getting a 
single bill, “good or bad,” passed; 
read eopies of quorum calls showing 
the congressman to have been an 
absentee from one-third to one-half 
of the time in the past eight years; 
showed where Upshaw voted to give 
Italy billions while the farmers of the 
south and the. fifth district were in 
distress: disclosed that he yoted for 
money to set up the world court with 
foreign judges, and severely criticized 
him for “carrying on sidelines with 
pay,” while neglecting the needs of 
his constituents at home. : 

“The man you've employed seeks to 
give to a crowd of Italians billions of 
dollars,” said the mayor, “and have 
you ever heard of him offering a 
measure to relieve the drouth-stricken, 
boll weevil. cotton flea infested dis- 
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tricts of Georgia? Not one. 
the farmers, especially of the south, 
erying for aid, your congressman was 
playing hookey from one-third to one- 
half of his time, and is still doing 
nothing to aid you, ; 

“When the farm relief legislation 
was before congress he never pro- 
posed an amendment to cut out what 
he thought was objectionable and 
not one time did he propose a substi- 
tute. “In my first speech,” said the 
candidate. “I promised that if Up- 
shaw would show me one constructive 
pill that he has passed I would retire 
from the race.and support him. To- 
day I go even further. The records 
show that Upshaw has never suc- 
ceeded in pasing any bill, good or 
bad. ‘On none of the bills introduced 
by him was action taken. except refer- 
ence to committee, What's the use 
of introducing bills and taking up the 
time of the congress of the .-United 
States if one can’t get any of them 
passed. 

“Georgia and especially the capital 
district. should be represented by a 
man able and willing to accomplish 
something,’ cdéntinued the speaker. “TI 
want to help the eanita] city and the 
eapital district of Georgia. I want 
to help Georgia grow greater. But 
this ean't be accomplished with a 
man whom it takes eight years to get 
his hand in.” 

Mayor Sims recited at some length 
his record as Atlanta’s chief execu- 
tive and asserted that he was able 
to look back over it with “pardonable 
pride.” “More improvements have heen 
made in Atlanta in the past four 
years than in any eight previous 
years,” he said. 

The mayor concludad with a vigor- 
ous attack upon Upshaw’s advocacy of 
the Leagne of Nations and world 
court. “In June, 1919,” he stated, 
“Upshaw spoke in congress advocat- 
ing the League of Nations and adopt- 
ed as part of his speech an article 
written by an Atlanta.Jawyer. Three 
months ago your congressman voted 
to give $50, of your money to- 
sustain the world court.”

GOVERNMENT HIT 
QUOR MAKERS 
THROUGH PURSES 


Detailed List of Tax As- 
sessments Is Sent Out to 
All Prohibition Adminis- 
trators. 


BY THOMAS. L. STOKES. 

Washington, July 31.—The gov- 
ernment has opened a new prohibition 
offensive based on the theory that the 
pocketbook is the most vulnerable 
point of attack. Taxes will be the 
weapon, and it will be used against 
all forms of liquor manufacturing, 
legal and illegal. 

The marching orders were issued 
to all prohibition administrators, in- 
ternal revenue collectors and other 
agencies today by the treasury, in the 
form of a detailed ligt of tax assess- 
ments, some of which become effec- 
tive for the first time on August 1. 
These new taxes were levied by the 


last congress. 
Order Seen Between Lines. 
There is ‘no cOmmand “in the in- 
structions, merely the lengthy list of 
tax schedules, but between the lines 
is the order for all prohibition agen- 


cies te go the limit. 

While-these taxes hit. all along the 
line, from the big operator to the 
small one, it is understood that they 
will bo a weapon particularly agains! 
the host of “one-still” bootleggers and 
the home-brewers who have renewed 
their activity recently. Other recent 
drastic steps have been taken in an 
effort’ to dry up the big sources. 

Many of the taxes are not new. 
They have been on the books, and 
have netted a large revenue. he 
new instructions mean that they are 
to be collected more meticulously 
than ever before. 

Twenty Dollars Tax on Stills. 

The small-fry bootleggers, who op- 
erate. on a small scale, and the home- 
brewers will be hit by a tax of $20 
each on every still and every worm 
manufactured, which is aimed at cut- 
ting down the production of this equip- 
ment. Just what size business this is 
may be Hage from records showing 
that 17,.%4 stills and ,7, worms 
were seized by prohibition agents last 
year, and no one knows how many are 
operating. j 

This tax on stills and worms is but 
an item. There are taxes for every 
manner of liquor manufaetured, wheth- 
er legally or illegally. If not for bev- 
erage uses, there is a tax of $2.20 a 
gallon on distilled spirits. Suppose a 
bootlegger is caught, however, with 
several gallons of liquor on _ hand. 
Every gallon -of this liquor is assessed 
a tax of $6.40 if the bootlegger has 
not paid .the: non-beverage tax. he 
has, it is subtracted, and he pays $4.20 
on every. gallon. Where the operation 
is on a large scale, this tax mounts 
high, as can be seen. : .

Many Markets Open. 

Markets will be operated at Tifton, 
Blaekshear, Douglas, Nashivile, Val- 
dosta, Hahira, Quitman, Thomasville, 
Cairo, Bainbridge, Camilla, Pelham, 
Moultrie, Fitzgerald, Waycross, Al- 
ma, Baxley, Vidalia, Metter and pos- 
sibly Hazelhurst.

Perhaps one of the biggest mechani- 
cal improvements announced this sea- 
son is found in the new 1927 models 
that were put on display for the first 
time Saturday. 

In designing these new creations 
Buick engineers have certainly ac- 
complished their goal. While the 
body lines are no different from those 
of 1926, very practical. improve- 
ments have been made from a stand- 
point of both appearance and comfort. 

Outstanding mechanical improve- 
ments fioted are the counter balanced 
crankshaft, vacuum cleaned crank 
ease, larger and heavier fly wheel, 
larger and heavier transmission gears, 
lighter pistons and torsion balancer. 

The problem of vibration coming to 
motors of the past at certain speeds 
has been solved. The new motor has 
a counter ~balanced four bearing 
crankshaft with ‘lighter piston and an 
exclusive Buick creation called the 
torsion balancer.

Moreover, constant shifting results in 
inefficient salesmen. I would rather 
divide all the commissions during a 
dull period among my staff in an ef- 
fort to keep it intact, than undergo 
the difficulties concomitant with a 
high labor turnover.” As proof of 
his practicing this policy, Mr. Thomp- 
son named four men who have been 
with him nearly from the time he 
first went into the business for him- 
self.

A joint select committee was ap- 
pointed by parliament in 1909 to con- 
sider the state of the business in the 
king’s bench division and report there- 
on, Five members were from the 
house of lords and five from. the 
house of commons. Only one of the 
10 was a lawyer. This committee 
of laymen called before it as witnesses 
the lord chancellor, the lord chief jus- 
tice, two other judges, and one mas- 
ter of the king’s bench division, the 
president of the Jaw society, two bar- 
risters, and one layman. 

Layman Investigator Irks Bar. 

Justice Grantham was quite ex- 
ercised over being investigated by lay- 
men. ‘The judicature act, he said, 
had made yay og for on such an 
inquiry as s by means of a coun- 
ot of judges to be called by the lord 
chancellor; or, the lord chief justice 
might have called the common law 
judge, one king’s counsel, one bache- 
tion. Instead of proceeding in one of 
these recognized and orderly ways, 
this public investigation had been 
ordered. “On hehalf of the common 
law judges of England,” he declared, 
“I most respectfully but seriously pro- 
test against these proceedings. Such 
proceedings are unheard of in the 
history of England or of English law. 

The last royal commission on legal 
procedure, appointed as late as 1913 
*o investigate the causes of delay in 
he king’s bench, was made up of one 
udge, one king’s counsel, one bache- 
or of laws, and eight laymen. Sir 
A. Markham, who secured the ap- 
pointment, stated in the house of com- 
mons that the attorney general had 
been asked, in choosing the members, 
not to permit lawyers to constitute 
a majority of the commission. — 
parl, debates, commons, 67.) ven 
this meager representation of the le- 
gal profession was objected to by the 
opposition as discrediting its report. 

n Dominate Commission. 

Mr. Morton, in the debate in the 
house of commons, said: “I am not 
complaining about the royal commis- 
sion, except that I agree that there 
ought never to have been any lawyers 
put upon it. . . . You ought to take 
the lawyers as witnesses, but to make 
them the judges is ridiculous.” (Ibid, 
102.) 


The laymen on the commission_of 
1913 completely dominated it. The 
chairman, Viscount St. Aldwyn, was 
a layman, and conducted most of the 
examinations of witnesses, among 
whom there were called 13 judges, 
31 lawyers and 14 laymen. The at- 
titude of the commission, while friend- 
ly to the legal witnesses, was detached 
and objective, and was free from the 
inevitable limitations which legal pre- 
conceptions would have imposed on 
the scope and charac of the in- 
vestigation. The con-lusions reflected 
rather severely on the council of 
jud which had met but three times 
in 37 years to inquir> into the work- 
ing of the rules, and charged the re- 
* sponsibility for delays in the admin- 
- istration of justice to the failure of 
the judges to use the wer which 
arliament had conferred upon them 
y the judicature act of 1873. 
Judges Unable to Reform Practice. 

Assuming. says the commission, 
that “the judges found themselves un- 
able to accomplish anything in the 
way of improving the practice, “we 
can.ot but regret that they have not 


asked parliament to relieve them from }- 


the duty imposed upon them by 
statute and to substitute some other 
method of conencering from time to 
time and securinz any necessary re- 
forms in the administration of jus- 
tice.” (Report, 41-42.) 

It seems fair to assume that the 
lessons of the long struggle with the 
bar have not been forgotten, and that 
the luy public will not relinquish the 
authority it has learned to exercise 
over the methods of judicial adminis- 
tration. It will be much easier to 
maintain that authority than it was 
to. win it, but machinery for its exer- 
cise will doubtless have to be im- 

roved. The solution of that prob- 
em is, however, a task for the future. 

At first view the experience of 
England in developing an_ effective 
judicial procedure is very depressing 
to Americans, for none of the condi- 
tions which determined its success are 
present in this -country. 

* - Not Centralized. 

We do not have a centralized bar 
nor a centralized court at Washing- 
ton, upon which the attention of the 
nation can focusec\; not a press 


oe accustomed to deal wijh the adminis- 
une. tration of justice as a national prob- 


lem of the first magnitude. Nor do 
we have even centalized state bars 
and state courts at our state capitals, 
operating under the strong light of 
an active public interest. Our trial 


_ courts are all local courts, and we. 


have no bar at all in the English 
sense of the t bus only a v..st num- 


ber of individ lawyers having no 
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ploitation of the publie b al 
profession by means of direct public 
control of the methods of adminis- 
tering justice, can it pursue the alter- 
native course, and develop a bar suf- 
ficiently enlightened and sensitive to 
the public needs to be a safe reposi- 
a! of the power of control? 

ne of the most promising develop- 
ments in the United States is our 
unique system for organizing the legal 
profession, which is founded upon a 
principle radically different from that 
of the British bar. The basis of legal 
organization in England is ownership 
of property and control of the right 
to practice before the courts. Strictly 
speaking the bar in this country is not 
organized at all, for it holds mo es- 
tates, and it enjoys no privileges. 
There is not one legal act which the 
bar as such is authorized to do. It 
is, in truth, nothing but a name. 

Form Own tions. 

But community of interest stimu- 
lates association and since lawyers in 
the United States have no hereditary 
estates to manage and enjoy, no tra- 
ditional dinners to eat in their ancient 
halls, and no solemn and formal du- 
ties in calling neophytes to the bar, 
they have been forced to establish 
some other basis for professional fel- 
lowship. That basis has been mutual 
association for the discussion of the 
problems affecting the profession, and 
since all of its problems relate in some 
way to the administration of justice, 
the bar associations have me the 
recognized agencies for dealing with 
that subject, But they have not met 
the expectations of the public.. 

Cooperation has been cordial, but it 
has not been effective, There .is too 
large a percentage of members who 
are unable to look at | gerne ge rob- 
lems with the detached view which the 
public interest demands. The leaders 
of the profession see the need for mod- 
ernizing our methods. They suggest 
and encourage reforms, But the rank 
and file are still too heavily loaded 
with traditional ideas and too much 
ive the

blinded by preconceptions to 
support which is necessary 
rogress. 

Crippled by Technicalities. 

In the case of the legal profession 
the habitual use of a fixed procedure 
has made the majority of American 
lawyers utterly incapable of appreciat- 
ing how absurd are the technicalities 
which cripple its usefulness. No group 
of business men would ever voluntarily 
consent to use such awkward, slow 
and ineffective methods in the conduct 
of their business. They would go bank- 
rupt if they tried it. But the courts 
are established and supported by the 
state, and, although litigants may be- 
come bankrupt in using them, the 
courts themselves are subject to no 
economic test of their right to sur- 
vive. 

If they remain under the control of 
a profession which continues to value 
conventionality above efficiency as a 
standard for public service, there is 
no hope for an orderly evolution of 
remedial Oe ange In such case the 
courts will either be disrupted by the 
unskillful intervention of a_sorely- 
tried public, or their jurisdiction will 
be partitioned out among administra- 
tive commissions and arbitration tri- 
bunals. In their present form they 
have heen weighed in the balance of 
popular judgment and found wanting. 

N Broader Education. 

There is but one adequate solution 

of the difficulty, and that is a broad- 
ened and socialized legal education, 
The leaders of the profession in Amer- 
ica have seen the imperative need for 
lawyers with deeper insight into the 
nature and the functions of modern 
society, and with a better equipment 
for wisely administering the rules 
which regulate the growing complex- 
ities of its jorganization. 
_In 1921 the American Bar associa- 
tion took a notable and impressive 
stand for elevating legal education. 
They proposed that every candidate 
for the bar should be given both an ex- 
tensive and an intensive preparation 
for the duties which awaited him. His 
mind was to be opened and his judg- 
ment given poise and perspective by at 
least two years of college work. It 
was doubtless hoped that eventually a 
full college course, would become the 
normal standard, Upon this foundation 
they proposed to erect a superstructure 
of professional training which would 
develop lawyers with a_ technical 
equipment adequate for the exacting 
demands of society. 

Three years of intelligent study of 
the law, in a school provided with a 
sufficient full-time teaching staff and 
reasonably extensive library facilities, 
was declared to be absolutely essential 
to qualify the student to present him- 
self before an examining board for ad- 
mission to the bar. Generous and en- 
lightened cooperation by the courts 
and other examining agencies was con- 
fidently expected. 

Law Schools Raise Standards. 

This definite ideal for the elevation 
of the bar is being steadily proclaimed 
and defended’ by those who earnestly 
hope for the salvation of the legal pro- 
fession, Three years after the adop- 
tion of the resolution setting forth this 
policy, the American Bar association 
was able to report that at least 27 
law schools, which had not previously 
met the bar association standards, had

ably be set down as an important de-| 
tail of the Coolidge years. The busi- 
ness of the country was more than 
competently maneegee | it was conduct- 
ed in a manner beyond almost any- 
one’s ahticipation. That the national 
debt should be reduced so much as it 
has would certainly not have been pre- 
dicted by anyong who, from a point 
of view followiftfg the war, surveyed 
the immediate future. Neither would 
anyone have predicted as great a re- 
duction in taxes as has taken place. 
That not only the degree of taxation, 
but also the details of it, have, been 
satisfactory is proved by the fact that 
the most recent of the reductions, the 
one adopted the present year, was not 
made a party measure in congress and 
had substantially no opposition. 


One may guess, if one is to indulge 
in this sort of thing at all, that future 
historians will fix Coolidge’s adminis- 
tration as the one in which* America 
had greater prosperity than it ever 
had before. To put it that way is too 
weak.. These last few years have seen 
prosperity come to America in a sense 
and to a degree that prosperity never 
came to any other country in any othee4 
time. That there is at least one seri- 
ous awkwardness in the distribution of 
that prosperity the outcry of the farm- 
ers is sufficient evidence. But even 
the farmers should admit that, relative 
to themselves in the past and meas- 
ured by the automobiles they have, the 
good roads, the more expensive schools, 
they are better off than ever before. 


That America, that any country, 
should be prosperous at all during 
these post-war years is a surprise. To 
return once more to the point of view 
of Armistice day, 1918, what business 
man or banker, surveying his future, 
would have failed to anticipate that 
these post-war years would see serious 
business depressions and panics? 


The avoidance of depression was an 
achievement. Then, that being grant- 
ed, it is not the degree of the prosper- 
ity merely that makes the period 
unique. Our prosperity is greater than 
it ever was before, but perhaps not 
greater than a reasonable proportion 
to the nation’s growth in population 
and in other respects. 


What is important, what makes the 
pc<iod without parallel, what gives it 
the elevation of an immense economic 
and social phenomenon, is not pros- 
tage measured in the ordinary sense, 

y the usual indexes of volume of 
trade, number of tons of steel 
duced, and that sort of thing, The 
arresting aspect of it is not the 
quantity of the prosperity but the 
diffusion of it. 

During these years there came to 
the average man an access to material 
goods, a command of necessities, con- 
veniences and luxuries as the average 
man never had before. Almost the 
poorest man, in fact, came into pos- 
session of material means for comfort 
and ease greater than was possessed 
by George Washington, who was the 
richest man of his time. To mention 
but one example during this period, 
the average man could have for a few 
weeks’ wages an automobile which, in 
essence, has the power of 20 to 60 
horses, able to carry him about the 
surface of the earth at a speed and 
with a degree of comfort which would 
have been envied by that English king 
who offered to exchange his kingdom 
for the power of a single horse. 

These years of Coolidge’s adminis- 
tration have seen the climax of the ef- 
fect of the perfection of the internal 
combustion engine, one of many im- 
mense enrichments in the material 
sense. These same years of Coolidge’s 
adisinistration are seeing the begin- 
ning of the widespread diffusion of 
electric power. The carrying of electric 
power to the farms and to the average 
man everywhere is now in about the 
stage where the diffusion of the auto- 
mobile was about 1910. 

Coolidge’s administration will be as- 
sociated in history with the enrich- 
ment of the common man, But, while 
Coolidge’s administration will be used 
as a convenient mark to fix the time 
when this material enrichment came to 
America, one may fairly doubt wheth- 
er the future historian, if he is dis- 
criminating, will give the credit for it 
to any president or to any aspect of 
politics. The enrichment has come 
about as the result of the work of pa- 
tient men in science and ingenious and 
resourceful men in industry.

Wife Still Bakes Bread and Yet— 

It takes all kinds of people to make 
a world. 

A woman wrote in to ask whether 
there is anything in the notion of pre- 
determination of sex. She went on to 
say that she is the mother of five 
boys— 

Five of ’em—and potatoes five hun- 
dred cents a bushel! 

Five boys, hand running, I 
suppose, while some families languish 
for years and years—well, this ex- 
traordinary woman with the five boys 
devotes a page to telling how happy 
she is and what fine boys they are 
and everything, and yet— 

This remarkable woman— 

By gosh, it’s the truth! Never since 
E:. has one of ’em been what you 
could call contented. 

This mother of the five boys now 
wishes the next one may be a girl. 
She thinks a girl would have a soft- 
ening, refining influence on the boys 
and help to teach them manners and 
all that sort of thing. Oh, boys! 
Sweet child! 

Then here comes a gentleman from 
Pasadena, which place purports to 
a half way station on the way to 
paradise. This lad complains that he 
is 49 years old and in excellent gen- 
eral health, has fine teeth, appetite, | 
eyesight, home, job, wife, garden, nest 
egg ‘n’ everything, but he suffers a 
strange feeling of restlessness and a 
wild desire to jump up and leave in 
the course of a two-hour stretch in 
church Sundays. 

That is a problem which I must 
leave to the pastor.

Do not throw the paper aside, This 
is not a case of change of life. There 
has been no change in this fellow’s 
life for many years— : 

For 40 years the Californian has 
suffered periodic pains in behind the 
left eyeball, usually two or three times 
a month, commencing in the course 
of the day, increasing in severity to- 
ward night, and lasting ‘until early 
morning, a steady .pain precluding 
sleep except for brief fitful dream- 
filled troubled naps, next day a long 
day of “all in,’’ then a good night’s 
sleep and everything’s gonna be all 
right—until the next seizure. Usually, 
though not always, the man gener- 
ously admits, these attacks come on

Mrs. McGarity Talks. 

Mrs. Charles McGarity. of Dallas, 
president of the Seventh District Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, was an 
honored guest and made an inspiring 
talk on libraries, paying especial at- 
tention to the circulating libraries for 
wse of the people living outside of the 
cities. 

Among other things, Mr. Copeland 
in his address, said: 

“The earliest evidence of a develop- 
ing civilization is when a race or a 
pene begins to pt its dead, Graves 

ave always been the first marks of 

human civilization. No progress ean be 
‘laimed by a race that does not bury 
its dead. 

“But the degree or character of the 
civilization of a people is evidenced b 
its art galleries, its temples, its }i- 
braries and its monuments. Nations 
and people build monuments to the 
things they hold sacred, to the things 
they revere. 

“The civilization of the United 
States today is measured not by her 
cities’ skylines, not by the height of 
her smokestacks, not by the depth of 
her mines, not by the length of 
her railroads, but rather by the things 
and the places we hold sacred. The 
civilization of this nation is safe so 
long as we continue to make pilgrim- 
ages to the Hermitage, Monticello, Mt. 
Vernon; so long as we build monu- 
ments to our great dead; so long as 
we bow at the graves of Franklin, 
Payne, Jefferson, Washington, Lin- 
coln, Wilson; so long as we love 
Christ's church; so long as we build. 
art galleries. A race, a nation, an 
individual is given evidence of a high 
order of civilization to the extent that 
it gives expression to the spritual 
forces, or, I might say, to the extent 
that it shows love for and apprecia- 
tion of those things which are not es- 
sential to material prosperity and 
physical existence. 

“Our meeting here can take nothing 
away from or add to the life of Rob- 
ert Loveman. He was essentially the | 
artist. He has lived his life in this 
pleasant atmosphere. He enjoyed the 
sunset glow, the light of the early sun 
as it reflected in the dewdrop, his soul 
was lifted by the songs of many a 
southern bird. He lived and loved and 
dreamed and gave expression to the 
greatness of his life in his many beau-

A month later Jess Tiverton took his 
new boat on the Nantucket shoals in 
the dead of a pitch black night and a 
gale of wind that blew her jib out, 
and rescued a half dozen of the crew 
of Torrey Lambert’s ship, which had 
gone ashore with a stalled engine in 
the storm. Lamberts himself was 
drowned, 

But it was the manner of the Ruth’s 
going to the rescue rather than the 
rescue itself which afforded a topic of 
conversation. Jess Tiverton’s vessel 
was caught with others in shoal wa- 
ter when the storm broke without 15 
minutes’ warning. She had, however, 
ample opportunity to get rigged and 
into deeper soundings and was well 
into twenty-five fathoms when Tiv- 
erton came to Suttle, who was at the 
helm. |

trip men are neither satisfactory nor 
satisfied fishermen. All men of the 
Sea are superstitious and fishermen 
are no exception; not many could 
bear the thought of their lives en- 
trusted to the wisdom of a mate they 
had never seen. 

“It’s a hell ship he’ll make of her,”’ 
some said. ‘Another Night Hawk.” 


The Ruth’s trips became of increas- 
ing duration; her hauls smaller. The 
boat was hardly paying; not paying 
well enough to keep a steady crew 
under normal conditions. Such a sit- 
uation is not allowed to exist for long 
without some word from those chiefly 
interested financially. 

Tempor was in Boston at the con- 
clusion of one of the Ruth’s unprofit- 
able trips and with Jess Tiverton held 
a conference in the cabin while the 
ship was being unloaded.

approaching storm. Everything about the painting is calm and, com- 
placent. It is the lull before the storm. 


Giorgione studied under Giovanni Bellini, and one of his fellow 
students was Titian. Entering into a friendly discussion one day with 
some sculptors concerning the relative merits: of painting and sculpture, 
Giorgione boldly asserted he could paint a single figure to show the 
front, back and both sides of it. To prove his statement, he picked up a 
brush and painted the figure of a man with hic back to the spectator; 
at his’feet a body of clear water remealed the front form, while to the 
left was painted some armor in which shone the reflection of his left 
side; on the other side a mirror reflected the right side. “Thus,” writes 
Vasari, “did Giorgione show that painting is capable of presenting more 
at one view than is practicable in sculpture.”
